John Patrick Fagan, railroad con- 
tractor for the Carl Hagenbeck and 
Great Wallace Shows Combined, died at 
his home at Madison, Ind., Sunday, April 
28, of pneumonia, complicated with dia- 
betes. Mr. Fagan had been ill for twen- 
ty-four days, having contracted his fatal 
illness during a visit to New York to 
witness the opening of the Barnum and 
Bailey Show, at Madison Square Garden. 
Though he returned apparently in good 
health, he was taken ill while stopping 
over in Cincinnati, and hastened home, 
where the malady was at once pro- 
nounced serious by several physicians, 
though they entertained some hope of 
saving his life during the first week of 
his illness. Later, however, it became 
apparent through the infection of the 
other lung (only one having been af- 
fected at the beginning) that there was 
little hope of his being saved. He had 
been troubled with diabetes for several 
years, and it had made inroads on his 
constitution that neither he nor his doc- 
tors were aware of until the attack of 
pneumonia precipitated it. 

John P. Fagan was perhaps the high- 
est paid cireus railroad contracting 
agent during the longest number of 
years in the history of the cireus busi- 
ness. He had served in that capacity 
with practically all the big shows at 
various periods during his career, but his 
longest incumbency was with the Great 
Wallace Shows, afterwards the Carl 
Hagenbeck and Great Wallace Shows 
Combined. He was superlatively able. 
Being of the nature and personality to 
attract enduring friendships, he had 
through the prosecution of his duties 
become upon intimate terms with the 
railroad agents handling his departmert 
of the service on all the lines. They 
learned that he was fair and square in 
every tenet of his code, never violating 
a confidence. His methods were unique, 
unctious and unfailing. Through them 
he was able to keep himself advised as 
to the movements of all the other im- 
portant circuses in the country far in 
advanee. This ability alone would have 
made him a valuable man to any cireus 
proprietor. Through it he was able to 
avoid or create at will the contingency 
of opposition for the show with which he 
was engaged. No information is more 
valuable to a circus proprietor than the 
advance knowledge of the movements of 
other shows. Perhaps no other railroad 
contracting agent for a circus was ever! 
more expert at getting this information | 
than J. P. Fagan. } 

On the other hand, he always worked | 
on the vrineciple that the railroad should | 
have a fair profit for its service. A con 
rete instance of this developed a vear 
r two ago, when Mr. Faean signed a 
contract with a certain railroad. When 
he visited the office, he found a

service to his employer without show, 
or ostentation, or bigotry. Perhaps no 
circus employe was ever closer to his 
employer than was J. P. Fagan to B. E. 
Wallace. Mr. Wallace appreciated his 
qualities and ability, advised with him 
whenever occasion suggested, recogniz- 
ing in the slow moving, deliberate speak- 
ing, almost taciturn agent, a ‘‘noble 
Roman’? in all the figurative significance 
of that term. 


In his home life, J. P. Fagan ap- 
proached the ideal of husband and fath- 
er. During his long winter vacations 
and at intervals through the summer 
season, when his business did not keep 
him on the road, he passed the time at 
his beautiful home in Madison, Ind., 
the town in which his boyhood days 
were spent, in which he was first at- 
tracted to the amusement business by 
the annual visit of Price’s Floating 
Opera to the little Ohio river town, and 
in which he afterwards settled and en- 
gaged in the responsible business of 
rearing a family. Though the town 1s 
small, Fagan became known to all the 
leading men and influential policitians 
of the State. He was on intimate terms 
with some of the largest office-holders, 
some of the most important officials.

New York, April 28 (Special to The Bill 
board).—It was officially announced today that 
B. F. Keith had purchased the Percy G. Wil 
liams Circuit of vaudeville theatres in New 
York, and the deal had been completed whereby 
practically al] the vaudeville interests in the 
country had been consolidated. This was accom- 
plished as the result of a deal with Messrs 
Myerfeld and Beck, of the Orpheum Circuit 
Messrs. C. E. Kohl, of Chicago, and Max An 
derson, of New York. 

While the figures paid to Mr. Williams fo: 
the control] of his houses is not stated, it i- 
rumured that the amount was between $5,000.- 
000 and $6,000,000. 

Through the purchase of the Williams (ir 
cult and the combination made with the othe 
interests, Mr. Keith and his associates, E. F 
Albee, A. Paul Keith and John A. Murdock. 
are in control of the high-class vaudeville houses 
as far West as Chicago; Messrs. Kohl, Max 
Anderson and the Monroe Amusement company 
assuciated with Mr. Keith in the purchase of 
the Williams Circuit, will control in Chicago; 
west of Chicago Morris Mverfeld Jr. and Martin 
Beck will have charge of the Orpheum Cir 


cuit.

Trial Marriage, a three-act drama by Elmer 
Harris, of which Helen Ware and her company 
- the first performance on any stage at the 

rand Opera House, Cincinnati, Saturday, April 
27, bas some of the essentials of success and 
some of the faults which only too often con- 
tribute to failure. The topic itself is not a new 
one, either in literature or un the stage. In its 
presentation Mr. Harris hag handicapped him- 
self by certain distortions, or the want of the 
moner p oporaens between the quantities of 
cause and effect. His hero is not altogether a 
sympathetic character; his heroine ig sumewhat 
wanting in those mental graces which we de- 
mand for full sympathy with a character behind 
the footlights. 

The story deals with a love affair between 
Blair Thomas, an adherent of the theory of 
“trial marriage,’’ and Marie Louise Ridgeway. 
The playwright brings about the dramatic cli- 
max by awakening Thomas to jealousy of his 
friend, an old actor, at whose summer cottage 
in the mountains, Thomas has finally succeeded 
in persuading Marie to spend a fortnight with 
him. As a ‘“‘deus ex machina,’’ “‘Uncle Alec’’ 
as Marie calls him, igs somewhat wanting in 
convincingness, but this is not the fault of 
teorge }armum, “ho plays the part in a way 
that does much to gloss over the playwright’s 
error. When Thomas becomes enraged by his 
suspicions, he goes so far as to choke Marie 
and when she becomes unconscious, he awakens 
to the fact that he is in love with her. The 
device appears to have been dragged in for 
effect. It furnishes the one exciting moment in 
an otherwise unexciting drama, but it suffices 
to kill the last vestige of sympathy a discern- 
ing audience might have for the hero of the 
play. The first act is given largely to dialogue 
of a rather dul] and talky nature, and the last 
act is given to a conclusion ur denouement that 
might be similiarly characterized. 

As for Heien Ware, her work in the part 
is all that the character admits and she has 
brought a let of her personality and emotion- 
alism into it. Harrison Hunter plays the part 
of Blair Thomas with restraint and poise that 
makes the character, inconsistent as the play- 
wright has drawn him, almost logically accept- 
able. George Barnum has invested the part of

Robert Hichens’ Unique and Beautiful Story of the Desert to be 
Used in,Pictures and Sold on State Right 
Proposition 


The next and by no means least important 
state right feature to be launched is ‘o be a 
nove] and exceptional film entitled, A Trip to 
the Garden of Allah. The feature is to be 
handled by Jack Read Jr., from his head- 
quarters in the Forty-fifth Street Exchange 
Buildir Mr. Read has just finished taking 
the pictures and is on his way back to New

Titanic Pictures 
Amaze Broadway 


New York, April 26. (Special to The Bill 
board).—Exactly one week from the time that 
the greatest vessel in the world, the Titanic. 
struck an iceberg, moving pictures showing the 
rescue boat Carpathia, survivors and incidental 
scenes were shown to tremendous crowds at 
Weber's Theatre on Broadway. 

It was a remarkable achievement and opens a 
new thought @f how records for future genera- 
tions will be preserved. 


The Sales Company’s Animated Weekly, a 
compilation in moving pictures of the world’s 
current events, was first on the scene with 


specially charter tug boats and an extra relay 
of camera men. 


The pictures were taken under the most 
difficult and trying circumstances, but the effort 
was more than worth while as was demon- 
strated at Weber’s Theatre. 

The first scene shows the laying of the Titan 
ic’s keel in Belfast, Ireland, then follows her 
faunching—a noteworthy feature, one showing to 
excellent advantage her tremendous size in 
comparison with the workmen nearby. 

The hero skipper is shown in realistic poses, 
then follows a series of views showing icebergs 
taken three days before the Titanic struck by 


one of the Animated Weekly men who was 
returning from Europe. 
Several of the survivors who were present 


declare these icebergs to be identical with the 
on which foundered the Titanic. The screen 
is darkened for a minute and the “‘C. Q. D.” 
is flashed in vivid reality. This is followed by 
views in severa] harbor cities showing the rescue 
activities. From Halifax, Nova Scotia, the 
Mackay-Bennett cable boat is seen to start 
loaded with coffins to pick up the dead. The 
Animated Weekly’s sea-going tug, The Mary 
Scully, with Jack Binns and camera men leave 
from Providence, R. I. The scene slifts beck 
to the White Star offices in Broadway, where 
crowds await the news of relatives and friends, 
and then the docks where society ladies in pri 
vate automobiles are bringing clothes and sup- 
plies to the relief of the rescued when 
the Carpathia arrives. 


The next view is of the Carpathia, ‘‘brioine 
of the sea,” bearing 705 men and women who 
were saved from death. The Animated Weekly 
draws close to her side. The survivors are 
plainly seen on deck. There are scenes of 
Captain Rostron of the Carpathia, Robert 
Hichens, quartermaster of the Titanic, who was 
at the wheel when the vessel struck.

AVIATION NOTES, 


In confirmation of a recent cable nominating 
Charles Morok as its entrant for the Gordon 
Bennett International Cup Race, to be held 
at Chicago on September 9, 1912, the Aero Club 
of Belgium send a letter, of which the follow- 
ing is a translation to the Morok Aviation Co. 
of New York: 

“Confirming our cable of recent date we take 
the greatest pleasure in sending the formal ap- 
proval of this club to your nomination to rep- 
resent us in the Gordon Bennett International 
Cup Race vf 1912. 

“We have your letter confirming your cable 
and giving full particulars of the special rac- 
ing monoplane which is now building under con- 


tract, and which we understand is to be 
equipped with a i14cylinder Gnome engine 
giving 140 h. p. 

‘We are very much interested in the plans 
and sketches you sent and Ifkewise in the 


batch of newspaper clippings telling of the won- 
derful feats performed by you in your flights 
vf 1911. 

‘“‘We have also had under consideration the 
names of three other Belgian aviators, two of 
whom are now flying in America, and al! of 
whom have made good records for themselves. 
Before deciding finally upon your name we 
have caused a careful and thorough investiga- 
tion to be made intv the records of all, a8 
we earnestly desire to see this magnificent 
trophy properly competed for on our behalf.’ 

It is interesting to no‘e that the Gnome 
motor referred to in the foregoing is without 
doubt far the most powerful aeroplane engine 


ever imported into this country, if not the 
most powerful ever used here, and though all 
the Morek machines are equipped with these 


motors, it will not be surprising if this giant 
should prove to be the winning factor in the 
Gordon Bennett race. 

The Gordon Bennett Cup. of which Charles 
Morok is the first entry by a foréign club that 
has been brought tov our notice, is a challenge 
trophy, at present the derby of the air, offered 
by James Gordon Bennett in December, 1908, 
for international competition under the rules 
and regulations of the Federation Aeronautique 
Internationale. 

The first con’est for its possession was at 
the Betheny field in France on August 28, 1909, 
when it was won for America by Glenn Curtiss, 
with Bleriot second and Hubert Latham third. 

The next contest took place at Belmont Park 
and was won by Grahame White for the Royal 
Aero Club of Great Britain, though he wun only 
through Leblane’s running out of gasoline at 
the 95th kilometre, when the latter had the 
race well in hand. 

The race of 1911 was held in England and won 
by Wyman in a Nieuport monoplane. Wyman 
is a Haytien by birth: he learned to fly in 


France and competed in behalf of the Aero 
Club of America, thus bringing the trophy to 
be competed for in this coun ry in 1912. 


The Chicago course will be for 200 kilometres, 
just twice the distance for whick the first race 
was flown. 

Under the rules the Royal Club should now 
hold the race of this year in Great Britain; 
however, it is provided the winner of the pre- 
vious year shall hold the race in its own coun- 
try if the last winner finds it impossible to 
arrange.

has a value of 12,500 francs, 
becomes the property of the club that 
suceeed in winning it three consecutive times. 
For the first three years of its competition 
the Federation Aecronautique Internationale 
must pay over to the club holding the cup the 
sum vf 25,000 francs. which, it is stipulated, 
shall be paid to the individual winner. 

Three entrants are allowed to each club; for 
each en‘rant the club pays a fee of 500 franes, 
and for each entrant, also, the club is allowed 
te nominate a substitute.

well as his associates in their exhibitions of 
lariat throwing, showed much skill with the 
rope. Montana Jack’s crowning feature was 
the lassoing of three galloping horses ana 
riders at one time. 

W. W. Cochrane and W. H. Damarest men 
age number was one of the feature numbers 
of the day. This display included four high 
school horses, which were secured by Mr. Coch- 
rane for the Young Buffalo Show. Under Mr. 
Cochrane’s directions ‘the riders were initiated 
into the mysteries of guiding their steeds 
through the many evolutions they presented. 
The big event of this number was ‘he hurdling 
done by the horse, Major McKinley, a beautiful 
specimen of horse flesh riden by Grace Nelson.

BRAM STOKER DEAD. 


New York, April “24 (Special to The Bill 
board).—Bram Stoker, author, thea-‘rical man 
ager, close friend and adviser of the late Si 
Henry Irving, died in London last Sunday. For 
twenty-seven years he was business manager 
for the famous English actor, in charge of th« 
Lyceum Theatre curing Irving’s ténancy of tha 


house, 
Mr, Stoker, 


whose first name was Abraham 
aad who 


was always known by the dim‘nutive 
of Bram, was born in Dublin in 1848. His per- 
sonal relationship with Sir Henry Irving be- 
gan in early youth, and their business associa 
tion was formed in 1878, when Irving began 
his career a: the Lyceum. This association 
was not ended until the death of the actor, 
in 1905. After the passing of Irving, Stoker 
served on the literary staff of The London 
Daily Telegraph, and also acted as manager 
of David Bispham’s light opera, The Vicar of 
Wakefield.
